Most of the 25 persons who have 
died of the lethal alcohol in the last 
week w ere P uerto Rican residents 
i of M a n h attan ’s 
Spanish H arlem 
slums who purchased the cheap 
“ King Kong” liquor from 
neigh 
borhood peddlers Two deaths were 
Bronx residents and it was Bronx 
detectives who found and followed 
up the leads which led to today's 
arrests. 
Several persons are still in hos­ 
pitals, some in rritical condition 
and one nearly blind from effects 
of the cut-rate poison.

Carries Tiny 
Tape Recorder

The Army launched a Jupiter-C 
rocket today 
and it climbed to­ 
w ard space on legs of fire, c a rry ­ 
ing a second bullet nosed Explorer 
aatellite expected to go into orbit 
not far behind the first. 


It would he about two hours aft­ 
er the 12 28 p m. c s t. firing be­ 
fore it would be announced from 
Washington w hether an orbit had 
been achieved 


The first Explorer was fired Jan. 
3] and had m ade 415 trips around 
the earth by today. 
After only 27 seconds of flight 
the 
70-foot 
missile carrying the 
new' Explorer disappeared into a 
hank of clouds that hung som e 
4,000 feet over the cape and wa! 
lost to view. 
Hut it« rum ble jarred beaches 
for fully a m inute after that. Then 
the rocket’s noise faded as it soar­ 
ed on tow ard space 
To observers, the four stage Jup­ 
iter C rose with such splendor It 
seem ed almost certainly destined 
to hang A m erica’s second m an­ 
m ade “ moon” in the heavens—this 
one to be called Explorer II, or, 
scientifically, “ 1958 Beta ” 
The second Explorer was launch­ 
ed about 45 minutes after Explor­ 
er I swept across the sky over 
( ape Canaveral 
The second one 
was launched along the sam e 110- 
degree 
azimuth. 
But 
scientists 
were not sure it would go as high 
as the first. 
Army scientists said the second 
80 inch long satellite, which weighs 
32.4 pounds—I 6 pounds more th in 
E xplorer I—and carries a tiny tape 
recorder to gather and send back 
scientific 
information, 
had “ be­ 
tween 50 and 75 per cent” probabil­ 
ity of going into orbit. 
Dr. 
W ernher 
von 
B raun, who 
helped develop the fearsom e Ger­ 
m an rocketry of World War 
II 
and who now directs the scientific 
team developing U. S. m issilery, 
was a witness to the firing. 
Had w eather and m echanical dif­ 
ficulties last week delayed firing 
of the 
twice unsuccessful 
N avy 
V anguard and, exactly as h app en­ 
ed in Jan u ary , gave the Army it* 
chance to go first. 
The Vanguard 
could go later this week. 
Tracking stations in California 
waited 
tensely 
for 
the 
steady 
“ beep” from space which wquld 
tell them Explorer II had m ade 
its first successful circuit of the 
earth.
